PARIS, Dec. 18.—The Chamber of 
Deputies by a vote of 314 to 166 this 
evening adopted a resolution of con- 
fidence tin the new government. 

Premier Briand, during the ses- 
sion, delivered a speech on the Ger- 
man Imperial Chancellor’s peace 
proposal, in which he warned the 
country to beware of France's 
enemies. He added that France 
would not do léss in the premises 
than the other members of the Al- 
lied conference. 

APPLAUD BRIAND. 

“I have the duty to place my coun- 
try on guard against possible poison- 
ing,” said M. Briand amid applause. 
“When a country arms itself to the 
teeth, when it seizes men every- 
where in violation of the laws of 
nations and enforces labor upon 
them, I should be guilty if I did not 
cry out to my country, ‘Look out; 
take care.’ 

“I have the right in the first place 
to say. to our enemies for the hun- 
dreath time, “The blood is on your 
hands, not upon ours.’ Not that 
I doubt the clear-sightedness of my 
country, but in the face of _ these 
attempts to spread dissension among 
the -Allies, I exclaim, “The French 
republic will not do less than the 
convention.’

Senator Reed’s amendment barring 
temporary laborers also was adopted

“leided not to change the House pro- 


visions that no alien shall be ex- 
cluded for a crime of political, na- 
ture. The Senate also added a pro- 
vision requiring aliens to state their 
purposes in coming to the United 
States, how long they intend to re- 
main, and whether they intend to 
become American citizens, 

By a vote of forty-one to twenty- 
four the Senate rejected an amend- 
ment proposed by Senator Poindex- 
ter of Washington to deny admis- 
sion to persons ineligible to citizen- 
ship in the United States. Senator 
Poindexter refused to say when 
pressed by several Democratic col- 
leagues that the amendment re- 
ferred more particularly to Japanese 
than other nationality whose 
citizens could not become citizens. 

FINAL ACTION. 

Final action on the bill was de- 
ferred by the Senate tonight to per- 
mit committee consideration of an 
amendment proposed by Senator La 
Follette to eliminate language ex- 
cluding persons who advocate or 
teach destruction of property. A vote 
on the passage of thé bill probably 
will be reached tomorrow. 

Senator La Follette contended there 
were other sufficient bars 
anarchists and the provision to 
which he objected would shut the 
doors of the United States to worthy 
men from other lands.because de- 
struction of property had been inci- 
dental to a revolution in which they 
were concerned. Other Senators op- 
posed eliminating the provision en- 
tirely and it.was decided to send the 
amendment to the committee. 

Another day was devoted tq the 
bill by the Senate. most of the de- 
bate centering on amendments sug- 
gested to the literacy test provision, 
the exclusion of Asiatics and the 
right of asylum for the persecuted. 

ANOTHER PROVISION. 

A provision which would have 
forbidden entrance to any alien con- 
victed of a crime, even of a political 
character, constituting a felony in 
the United States, was eliminated 
after several Senators had pointed 
out that such a law - would have 
prevented the entrance into the 
United States of -patriots like Kos- 
suth or Garibaldi.

First Class ass for Blind will 
| Open in January. 


~ 


Public School Doors Open to 
Wee Unfortunates. 


To be Taught Same Subjects 
as Normal Children. 


On January 2 the first class for 
blind children in the public school 
system of Los Angeles will be 
opened in the Jefferson-street school, 
according to an announcement made 
yesterday. The class wil) consist of 
ten pupils and will be instructed by 
Miss Frances Blend, a local teacher 


| who has studied methods of teach- 


ing the biind under the direction of 


Miss Kate M. Foley, of No. 2520 
South Maple avenue, home teacher 
for the blind for the State library. 
She is blind herself. 

Among the subjects which will be 
taught in the class will be weaving, 
sewing; basket work, sloyd and other 
lines of* handwork. The American 
Braille system of raised letters will 
be taught the children and it is ex- 
pected that they will be able to read 
and write this system accurately 
within two years, The American 
Braille system is an arbitrary meth- 
od in which six dots, in two vertical 
rows, are used. 

The first efforts towards the es- 
tablishment of a here were 
made by Miss Fol me two years 
ago, when, during her teaching of 


jadults, she discovered several blind 


children. These she made an effort 
to place in the State School for the 
Blind at Berkeley, but failed be 
cause fhe institution was over- 
crowded. Miss Foley undertook to 
teach the children herself as much 
as possible and in her work enlisted 
the aid of Miss Blend. Miss Foley 
is retained by the State library to 
teach the adult blind of this section. 
In the past two years she has taught 
more than 150 blind men and women 
to read and write and then has 
given them a general schooling in 
the fundamentals of education. 
LESSENS HAPDICAP. 
“The blind child,” said she last 
night, “is petted and spoiled, usually 
at home, and this makes it more 
difficult to handle. Blind children 
when properly raised will be almost 
as independent as normal children 
are and as conditions are now the 
blind children are often brighter be-

NA REPUDIATES CLOSED SHOP- 
PERS AND DYNAMITE. 

The returns of the recent election show 
that in the great industrial centers in the 
East and Middle West; in New York, Mas- 
sachusMts, Michigan, Pennsylvania, Wis- 
Gonsin, Northern New Jersey, Illinois and 
especially in Indiana, Sam Gompers utterly 
failed to deliver the vote of the working- 
men, even those who were members of the 
American Federation of Labor. In those 
States where union leaders would be sup- 
posed to wield their greatest power, can- 
didates for Congress and candidates for lo- 
<al office whom union leaders opposed were 
elected by large pluralities, while those 
whom they favored went down to defeat, 
and there was demonstrated the truth of 
the assertion that “the man who says he 
ean deliver the ‘labor vote’ ts a crook, and 
the man that bélieves {it is a fool.” : 

Sam Gompers contracted to “hog-tie” and 
deliver the “labor vote.” The day before 
the election he telegraphed to every indus- 
trial cetiter in the United: States an ujtt- 
matum to the effect that: “The American 
Federation of Labor has, without a dissent- 
ing voice or vote, proclaimed the political

The Central Labor Union of Evansville, 
Ind., early in the campaign adopted a reso- 
lution, calling “upon labor everywhere, both 
organized and unorganized, to help defeat 
Mr. Watson” because he was opposed to 
‘legislation which exempts labor organiza- 
tions from classtfication as monopolies in 
restraint of trade, which would prohibit the 
Department of Justice from prosecuting 
trades unions as trusts, which would pro- 
“hibit the nse of the writ of injunction in 
labor disputes and would make !t imposst- 
ble for boycotted emplovers to procure such 
a judgment ‘as was obtained against the 
members of the Danbury Hatters’ Union. 

The Indianapolis Central Labor Union 
and the Richmond Central Labor Union and 
similar organizations throughout Indiana 
approved the resolution of the Bvansville 
unfons, and the union-labor papers of the 
State spared neither paper nor ink to de- 
_nounce Senator Watson in disnlay type. 
As a result of the camvaign Watson's 
plurality over Taggart was 9616, which could 
not have been the case if any considerable 
number of registered labor unionists had 
‘voted against him. 

Congressman Merrill Moores of the Sev- 
enth Congress District was also in dis- 
favor with the union leaders. He was 
elected by a plurality of 6130. | 

Congressman George W. Raneh repre- 
sented the Eleventh Indiana District for 
ten years. During all that time his record 
met with the approval of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. He was regarded by Sam 
Gompers as one of the members of Con- 
gress upon whom he could always rely for 
support. He was defeated for re-election 
by Milton Krauss of Peru, Ind.—a strenv- 
| Ous opponent of the closed shop. | 

For State Representative tn Indiana. Jo- 
seph O. Carson (Dem.) of Indianapolis, for 
many years connected officially with the of- 
fice of the United Brotherhood of Carnenters 
and Joiners, was defeated by approximately 
7000 votes. . 

For Attorney-General of the State of In- 
diana, Evan B. Stotsenburg (Dem.) was also 
defeated. His advertisements in union-labor 
papers 4 that: “during bis term in the 
Indiana State Senate he was the consistent 
friend of labor, and for his services has the 
indorsemert of the Federation of Labor,

R A FAIR PRIMARY LAW. 

No more imperative need presents itself 
to the forty-second session of the California 
Legislature than the. enactment of a new 
primary law. During the last three sessions 
legislation affecting the election laws has 
played a prominent part. The first direct 
primary law. of 1911 was so ridiculously 
drawn that a special session of the Legisla- 
ture was called to enact amendments. The 
1913 session produced the act known as the 
“politicians’ primary act.” It was so desig- 
nated because it was drawn for the palpable 
purpose of enabling a party machine to con- 
trol primary nominations, But it was a 
strong party bill; electors were required to 
register their party affiliation and the Sec- 


retary of State was directed to publish the 


result of such registration every three 
weeks on a primary year. This wags when 
the Progressive party wag formed. A fea- 
ture of this bill was that it permitted a can- 
didate to seek nominations of al] parties. 

Californians did not rush in great num- 
bers to register as Progressives, however, 
and that party remained third in the State 
registration. Then came the genera] elec- 
tions of 1914 and it became apparent that 
the Progressive party as a national con- 
tender with the Republican and Democratic 
parties was a frost. So the 1915 Legislature 
passed a primary act eliminating al! parties 
in the State. The only reason nationa! par- 
ties were not eliminated as well was that 
they were directly provided for in the State 
constitution. The party affiliation act that 
had been made so strict in 1913, when the 
Progressive party seemed alive, was repealed 
in its entirety when the national Progressive 
party was dead. 

Republicans, Democrats and Socialists 
joined in submitting this act to referendary 
legislation. So intent was the administration 
on its passage that the Governor called a 
special election at an expense to the coun-- 
ties of the State of more than half a wil- 
lion dollars. The act was beaten by a de- 
cisive vote. The administration politicians 
were not content and they prevailed upon 
the Governor to cali a special session of the 


Legislature co pass the act over again. It 


was re-enacted with but minor changes. 
Again the old parties invoked referendary 
legislation and the second act was beaten 
by about the same majority as the first. 

_ Our elections are still held under the di- 
rect primary act of 1913 which its first 
sponsors, the Progressives, have. themselves 
There 
are two glaring defects in the law. (1.) It 
places the framing of the party platform, 


‘the selection of a State Central Committee 


and the conduct of the campaign in the 
hands .of the primary nominees of each 
party. (2.) It permits a candidate to seek 
and receive the nominations of other parties 
than that in which he is registered and per- 
mits candidates to be nominated by a 
minority vote. 

The verbiage of the act is unintelligible 
in many parts and the. expenses of elec 
tions, both to the candidates and to the tax- 
payers, are exorbitant. 

By placing the party platform and 
conduct of the campaign in the hands of the 
candidates the membership of a party is 
deprived of all direction of its affairs after 
the primary® There is no chance for a plat- 
form declaring for a reduction in the State 
pay roll, abolishment of useless commissions 
and a lower tax rate; for these things must 
come from the body of the governed and not 
from the prospective office holders. 

That part of the act permitting minority 
nominations in a direct primary is one of the 
most vicious sections of the “politicians’ 


State hag suffered by reason of it. It is 
claimed that in a'single district In San Fran- 
_ Cisco this year $5000 was spent by the ma- 
chine to get several Republican candidates 
in the field—so that then a Progressive came 
out for the Republican nomination and won 
with a minority, although the total Repubil- 
can vote against him was three to one. Two 
prominent Republicans, members of the last 
Assembly, were beaten for renomination in 
Log Angeles through a similar trick. In or- 
der that the will of the electorate may De ex- 
pressed fairly a system of preferential vot- 
ing must be adopted or there must be a re 
turn to the convention system of party nom- 
inations. The present system builds up ward 
bosses and perpetuates machine rule. . 


Our Presidentia] primary law ig equally 
defective. Many will remember the trick 
through which the United Republican dele 
gation was placed at the top of the Repub- 
lican column On the May primary ballot. 
That was possible because this trick was in 
the minds of the Progressive politicians who 
framed it and tried to benefit by its defects. 
The Presidential primary act does not pro- 
vide for stating party affiliations at the time 
of registering. Through the doubtful pro- 
cedure of attaching to it an election call the 
act was so framed that it could not be sub- 
mitted to referendary legislation, The peo- 
ple of the State have twice voted against 
cutting out the party affiliation clause and it 
should be the duty of the Legislature to re- 
store it to its former plage in the Presiden- 
tial primary act. 3 

These are but a few of the evils and atroc. 
ties of the present primary election laws. 
is high time that they were amended, not 
the interests of the politicians but in or- 
der that proper machinery may be provided 
by which the voters of the State may ex- 
press themselves in the election of State 
and national! candidates. Nonpartisan nom- 
inations should be permitted but party 
‘nominations should not be forbidden.

FINANCIAL STABILITY OF 
THE COUNTRIE> AT WAR. 


{CONTRISUTED TO THE TIMES.! 
BY SIMON N. PATTEN LL.D., Ph.D 


ANY estimates have been 

made recently as to the cost 

of the European war up to 
the present time. A comparative 
estimate would mean that the .cur- 
rent cost is over $100,000,000 per 
day and that already $75,000,000,000 
of indebtedness has been created. 
This includes not merely the ex- 
penditures up to this time, but also 
the contracts already entered into 
for carrying on the war up to the 
end of its third year. 
it is easy to see that the leading 
contestants put at figures as low as 
possible their own shares of in- 
debtedness. My estimates of the 
responsibilities of the leading con- 
testants—Great Britain and Ger

on each side, some of which are al- 
ready bankrupt. A certain sum of 
money may be expended by Turkey; 
but, after all, it will have to be paid 
by Germany. Turkey cannot pay its 
war expenses. In the same 
way, Russia, Italy, Belgium, Serbia 
and Rumania cannot pay their own 
bills.
